He advised that as far 
as he knows BIERNAT .had.not executed a will before his death. 


Mr. JULIANI said that approximately two months ago, around . 
the latter part of November, BIERNAT told him, "The hoods are 
trying to buy me out." He elaborated by Saying that "WIE SER" 
COVELLI. had. brought two hoods into his establishment, one from 
Kansas City and one from Milwaukee, and that these two individuals 
talked to him about coming into his business or buying the business 
out. BIERNAT said that he told them that he couldn't stop then 
from coming into: Kenosha as it was a free country, but he wouldn't 
sell his business or any part of it to anyone as he had been building 
it up for 25 years. Mr. JULIANI said that Victim made light of this 
incident, but after this he wasn't as carefree as he was before, 
and for the last three weeks before his disappearance he drank DR 
rather heavily.
